My grandfather included in sev- 
eral annual reports a plea for the 
abolition of the Department “before 
it became the most expensive civilian 
instrumentality of our government.” 
For his whole four-year term, the ap- 
propriations totaled around $11,000,- 
000. Each year he covered back into 
the Treasury a substantial portion of 
even this modest amount. He was 
in a constant battle with Congress be- 
cause of his refusal to continue the 
“free seed” distribution you mention 
in your article. His Chief, Grover 
Cleveland, always supported grand- 
father’s economies. 

Trust these enclosures might be of 
interest, and congratulations on your 


consistent and hard-hitting fight a- 
gainst so many ill-advised policies of 
our government. [The following are 
excerpts from letters of J. Sterling 
Morton, Secretary of Agriculture in 
1893.} 

“The constant tendency of the 
American people is to create offices 
The perfection of statesmanship, in 
the estimation of many good citizens, 
is found in that man who has gotten 
the most from his country, rather than 
in the industrious, temperate and 
faithful citizen who has accomplished 
most for his country. If the American 
Republic is ever wrecked, it will be 
upon the shoals of official patron- 
age. . . 

“The cultivation of beets in Ne- 
braska, for sugar, will pay, or it will 
not pay. If it will pay, it needs no 
encouragement. If it will not pay, it 
ought to have no encouragement 

“The practical value of this De- 
partment is yet to be demonstrated 
Thus far it has been a very large dis- 
bursing agent of the tax-gathered 
moneys of an over-taxed people.”

fe his recent European tour Secretary Benson re- 
peatedly said in every country visited that he thought 
the American system of privately-owned, family-size farms, 
the profit motive, freedom for the farmers to decide what 
and how much to grow in market competition, is the best 
system. On his return, Secretary Benson reported to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower: “I can say with confidence that we can 
look forward to an era of peace if the Russian Government 
responds to the will of the people.” 

That is a big “if.” People don’t make war; leaders do. 
Probably no people of any nation would go to war in the 
foreseeable future unless connived and bombed into it by 
their leaders. I can find little comfort in the fact that the 
Russian people do not seem to want war. They do not 
seem to want firing squads or slave labor camps either. 

Why Help The Enemy? 

Secretary Benson did go on to report that: “I saw no 
evidence that the Communists have altered their goal of 
world conquest.” And yet he told the Russians while there: 
“Any information we have in the United States is available 
to you for the asking. We have no secrets in agriculture.” 

The American farmer produces enough, on drastically 
limited acreage, for himself and 20 others. The Russian 
farmer, under the prodding of his government overseers, 
produces only enough for himself and four others. The 
American farmer deserves great credit for his remarkable 
production records. But much credit also belongs to in- 
dustry—to free, competitive, profit-making companies vying 
with each other to produce the most efficient machinery, 
equipment and chemicals. American manufacturers of farm 
supplies work in close cooperation with farmers to get new 
ideas, to learn the farmers’ real needs, to learn what will 
sell at a profit. In Russia the bureaucrats make those de- 
cisions. Neither farmers nor mechanics have much in- 
fluence on the kind of farm supplies and equipment pro- 
duced. 

In Russian factories the annual pay per worker is about 
$1,000 (based on buying power). In the United States it’s 
$4,700. And the output of the American factory worker is 
2% to 3 times that of his opposite number in Russia. Why 
show them their errors? Why help the enemy catch up? 

While in Europe with Secretary Benson and again after I 
returned, I asked our Department of Agriculture and State 
Department officials these questions: 

If you think the Russian system is wrong, why help it 
succeed? 

Do you believe Lenin when he said: “As long as Cap- 
italism and Socialism exist, we cannot live in peace; in 
the end, one or the other will triumph. A funeral dirge will 
be sung over the Soviet Republic or over world Capitalism.”? 

Do you believe the following Russian claims: That Russia 
produces three times the sugar beets, one-third more wheat, 
half as much cotton, a little more milk and 20 times as much 
rye as we do? That their ultimate production capacity for 
total agricultural products is about the same as the United 
States’? If this is true, what do we do when the Russians 
start taking over what is left of our foreign markets with 
their slave labor agriculture? 

Do you believe the Russian goal has changed? The Com- 
munist Manifesto declared: “Communists openly declare that 
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their ends can be attained only by the forcible overthrow of 
all existing social conditions.” 

Do you believe Stalin meant it when he said: “We are 
living not merely in a state, but in a system of states, and the 
existence of the Soviet Republic, side-by-side with imperialist 
States for a long time is unthinkable. One or the other 
must triumph in the end. And before that end supervenes, 
a series of frightful collisions between the Soviet Republic 
and the bourgeois states will be inevitable.”? Do you 
believe Lenin when he said: “But as soon as we are strong 
enough to defeat Capitalism as a whole, we shall immedi- 
ately take it by the scruff of the neck!”? Do you believe 
Khrushchev when he said recently: “What I mean by 
peaceful competition, is that we will beat you at your own 
game. We are out-producing you on consumer goods. 
We will give the people a better life than the U.S. When 
the rulers of the world see how our Soviet people live 
under Communism, it will require no argument and will 
take no force. They will just naturally come over to our 
side.”? Khrushchev has said: “We do not plan to blow up the 
Capitalistic world with bombs. If we can catch up with 
the United States in per-capita production of meat, butter 
and milk, we will fire a powerful torpedo under the founda- 
tion of Capitalism.” Why help them with the torpedo? 
Why trade to lose? Even if we could make a good trade, 
have we sunk so low we'll take blood-stained profits? 

Why trade with and give aid to Communistic satellites and 
to Russia? Isn’t helping East Germany, Yugoslavia, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and other satellites helping Russia? 

Do you believe that if we didn’t continue the giveaway 
of billions of dollars to enemies and neutrals that Russia 
would step in and do it? Then why not let her? 

One reason Khrushchev was over here was to try to get 
more help from us. He wants more credit, but wants us 
to forget what Russia already owes us. After World War 
Il we gave $11 billion to Russia, since the Revolution 
our greatest enemy. We made her not a friend, but the 
second greatest world power. We made her the nation 
which can possibly destroy us. She was dedicated to that end 
a long time before F.D.R. “recognized” her. She still is. 
We have furnished hybrid seed, breeding stock, latest scien- 
tific data, models of agricultural machinery and know-how to 
Russia and her satellites for a long period of years. 

What Is Our Farm Policy? 

Is it still true that the purpose of foreign policies is to 
protect the liberty, peace and solvency of the American peo- 
ple? Or has that been outmoded and replaced by One World 
Socialism? Haven't our giveaway policies since 1945 helped 
build an exhausted and impoverished Russia into the greatest 
menace in world history? 

Are the people who laid down that policy—and who con- 
tinue it—traitors, or just stupid? 

Should we happen to get any answers to the above ques- 
tions from any government official, we will be happy 
to print them. In the meantime, why not try them out 
on your congressmen? Certain government bureaucrats 
have already informed me that these have-you-stopped-beat- 
ing-your-wife-questions won't be answered by them. 

They are not beating their wives, really. They don’t have 
time to, they are too busy beating the American taxpayer.

GRAY HAIR FROM BLACKBIRDS? Blackbirds— 
pests in almost all crop farming areas— 
are becoming especially bau in parts of 
Virginia. It's estimated that 15 million 
of the black marauders roost in a single 
area (the Dismal. Swamp) of the state in 
mid-winter. Loss of peanuts and corn 
eaten by the clouds of birds isn't as 
serious as their indirect damage, how- 
ever—they tear open the corn shuck and 
cause heavy damage, to the exposed grain, 
by insects and mildew.

SOCIAL SECURITY tax goes up again. On 

Jane 1, 1960, it becomes 4%% instead of 
the 3.75% it has been. That means the 
maximum amount you'll pay (on $4,800 of 
1960 income), when you make out your in- 
come tax and SS self-tax return a year 
from now, will be $216. It means you must 
now withhold 3% from your regular farm 
employees’ wages, too—instead of the 2% 
it has been. 








THE PUMPKIN CATERPILLAR, long-time enemy 
of melons, squash, cucumbers and other 
gourds in Africa and Asia, has turned up 
in Florida. Looks a lot like the melon- 
worm and pickleworm. 


SECRETARY OF LABOR Mitchell—whose present 
and proposed regulations affecting farm 
labor are a thorn in the side of many 
farm operators—has lambasted government 
control of labor. Mitchell told the News- 
paper Publishers Assn. that "If govern- 
ment fixes wages . e e it must go on to 
determine conditions of work, fix hours 

e « e and dictate details of production 

e « « DoeS anyone think . .. that the 
government can determine what wages are 
fair and what are not fair without event- 
ually determining what prices are fair 
and what are not fair?" 

Yet, at about the same time, a rub- 
ber-stamp committee appointed by Secre- 
tary Mitchell has urged that Public Law 
78 be extended and Mitchell be given 
even greater enforcement powers, in- 
cluding wage setting, to "protect in- 
terests of American agricultural labor." 

And, on Nov. 20, Secretary Mitchell 
announced new regulations his depart- 
ment's public employment service would 
put into effect in 30 days. They regulate 
wages, working conditions, housing and 
transportation practices affecting any 
domestic farm workers recruited from out- 
of-state sources, through federal and 
State employment services. 

The committee also recommended that 
the Labor Dept. should refuse to certify 
employment of Mexican nationals unless 
employers have first made "positive and 
direct recruitment efforts" to obtain 
U.S. workers, and unless employment con- 
ditions offered are equal to those pro- 
vided by other employers in the area who 
recruit U.S. workers. 
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Eldon Hott runs his 70,000 
broiler operation near Franklin, 
West Virginia, with the preci- 
sion of a Detroit assembly line. 
It takes 25 to 50 daily telephone 
calls to do it. Many are made 


long distance to nearby states. 


About three years ago Eldon 
realized that his operation was 
literally tied together with tele- 
phone calls. He did his buying, 
selling—most of his manage- 
ment— with the phone. Yet when 
he was wanted on the line, Mrs. 
Hott had to drop her housework 
and hunt through the outbuild- 
ings to find him. 


Eldon decided it was easier to 
take the telephone to the farmer. 
So he had two extensions installed 
—one in his feed mill, and an- 
other in a central broiler house. 
Each is equipped to allow Mrs. 


“If | didn’t have these telephones, | wouldn’t have this place’ 


Hott to hold an incoming call 
while she dials one or the other 
of the extensions. Both have a 
loud-ringing bell that Eldon can 
hear in other buildings. 


With this system, Eldon is 
seldom more than a few steps 
from a call. And, neither he nor 
Mrs. Hott have to put up with 
that running between 
house and buildings.

Livestock and Pasture Management 


A TREND TOWARD BLACKFACE LAMBS seems to be sSpread- 


ing and speeding up in some West Texas areas. 
In Reagan County, about half the ewes this 
fall were bred to Suffolk rams. Reason is that 
blackface lambs can be shipped earlier and 
avoid the overweight penalties levied against 
finewool lambs the last couple of years. Also, 
wool market has been sluggish, causing ranch- 
men to consider lamb more than wool. 

Problem with blackface lambs is that they 
can't be kept for replacements. But many 
ranchmen are reconciled to buying replacements 
instead of raising them. 








INSTEAD OF DEPENDING ON GOVERNMENT PROGRAMS, ranch- 


men in Irion County, Tex. have formed their 
own Bobcat Club and hired their own trapper 
this fall for the second straight season. In 
hilly country, bobcats often get most of the 
goat-kid crop and some of the baby lambs. 
Club members pay their own way through a 
voluntary acreage assessment, asking no 
county, state or federal aid. 








BRUCELLOSIS TESTING WORK was finished in Ward, Wink- 


ler and Crane counties, first to go into the 
new Texas program as a bloc since the law 
was passed. These are range counties, and 
very few Bang's cases were found. Work went 
rapidly. 

Main complaint was uncertainty. Program 
is brand new, and some impatient ranchmen 
found they couldn't get many questions an- 
swered with authority. This was expected to 
iron itself out as the program progressed in 
other counties. 








WEST TEXAS RANCHMEN have gone into winter with best 


range conditions in more than a decade, and 

in some cases the best in history. Two factors 
caused worry, however: falling sheep and cat- 
tle prices and a rapid increase in price of 
cottonseed feed. Most will winter sheep with- 
out feeding, but a majority give cattle extra 
protein no matter how good the grass. 





A NEW UPSTREAM FLOOD PREVENTION PROJECT, built over 


some local objections, proved its value on 
the upper part of Brady Creek in Concho 
County, Tex. A highly-unusual 13 inches of 
rain fell hard and fast on the watershed. 

In the past this would have meant dis-= 
astrous flooding. But 235 small structures, 
most of them brand new, stopped an estimated 
billion gallons of water. Now residents along 
Mustang Creek in the Same county are working 
to start a similar project.

NNOCENTS ABROAD. Mark Twain's title fits our 
foreign aid-foreign trade programs perfectly. At least, 
I hope it does. I prefer to think that our foreign pro- 
grams are dominated by innocence, and stupidity. Otherwise, 
one might be forced to the conclusion they're dominated by 
treason 
But that’s getting ahead of my story. During the latter part 
of Khrushchev's social season in the United States | S priv- 
ileged to be visiting six European countries, plus Russia. The 
latter, | must say, is a doubtful privilege. This trip, or junket, 
Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson. In a 
total group of 17, three farm magazine editors went along. 
And, for the record, at our Own expense except for the flight

itself, which was in Harry Truman's old “Independence.” We 
even paid for our meals on this government-owned plane, which 
is only what we should have done 

The purpose of the trip was to allow Secretary Benson to 
make on-the-spot appraisals of our foreign trade programs 
and to promote more trade and better relations. So now, as a 
16-day European “expert” I will try to give you my impressions 
through a series of articles in FARM AND RANCH 

Our first over-night stop was in Belgrade, Yugoslavia. Like 
all other cities in Communist countries, Belgrade is drab. We 
stayed at the best hotel, the Metropol, where the service was 
good and the room was only $5. 

Yugoslavia, as you can see from the map, is about the size of 
Wyoming. Thirty-two percent of the land is arable, and they 
produce enough food and fiber for their bare needs. 

In recent years the Yugoslavs have greatly increased the 
use of fertilizer and machinery but their agriculture is as far 
behind ours as a T-Model compared to a Thunderbird. In 
other words, their farm operations would make good museum 
pieces, but you wouldn't want to have one built like that now. 

Tito was trained in Moscow, but his form of Communism 
is more lenient than the Khrushchev brand. The Yugoslavs 
found that communes and state farms didn’t get the job done 

so now 80% of the farms are owner-operated. The govern- 
ment is now trying to persuade farmers that force will no 
longer be used to collectivize agriculture and that the farmer’s 
property rights will be respected. We got the definite feeling, 
however, that this is typical Socialist-subterfuge—just part of 
the old “two steps forward, one step backward” Communist

routine, and that when ready to set up and operate addition: 
collectives, the government would confiscate more farmer 
land. The leaders fear a revolution if they socialize all th 
land now. A Yugoslav journalist confided that farms are n« 
being collectivized by force now because this would create greal 
unemployment. Industry couldn’t possibly take up the labo 
slack. 

The maximum size farm on fertile soil is 25 acres, 32.5 acre 
for poor soil. That is, no family is allowed to have more tha 
that. The average size is about 10 acres. 

[here is no income tax. The private farmer pays propert 
tax, which is lowered if he joins a co-op. There are two types 0 
co-ops in Yugoslavia—general co-op and peasant-work co-of 

The government is attempting collectivization through gov 
ernment-sponsored cooperatives. While the co-ops are volun 
tary now, only time will tell whether they are that from perms 
nent conviction or temporary convenience. 

The co-op can get credit, but the farmer can’t. So eventuall 
the co-op will own more and more land. 

At present, about 10% of the total farm area is in collective 

We were driven, in several old Chevrolets, to a small tow 
about 70 miles from Belgrade, to see a large co-op. Th 
Yugoslavs drive cars like drag-racing teenagers. We careene 
down a barely-two-lane road at 70 miles an hour, weaving if 
and out between carts, bicycles, wagons and trucks. We wer 
so scared practically all conversation stopped as the pedestriar 
scattered like chickens in front of us. 

At the co-op headquarters we were told all about how th 
cooperative works, while about 200 townfolk milled aroun 
outside the building to get a glimpse of the Secretary of Agr 
culture of the U.S.A. Benson thinks their agriculture is headed 
for trouble: “Fragmentation of the farms is bad. Small parcel 
separated. Impossible to use modern methods. Farm worker 
get 50 cents a day.” 

About 65% of Yugoslav workers are in agriculture. Excey 
for agriculture, private industry in Yugoslavia is practicall 
non-existent except for small craft shops. (Crafts have th 
same status as private farmers.) The government owns pra 
tically everything and the economy is based on the principl 
of social ownership of the means of production and social co 
trol of all economic activity. 

The average industrial worker in Yugoslavia makes 12,000 t 
13,000 dinars a month. That’s about $20. Agricultural worke 
make slightly more. 

We have given and lent—mostly given—more than on 
billion dollars worth of industrial and agricultural equipme 
to Yugoslavia since World War il—in order to convert Tit

We bolstered ex-butcher Tito’s backbone to the tune of $100 

illion in aid last year, to keep him “independent” from the 
‘remlin. Russia never gave Yugoslavia anything, and after 
ito asserted his independence, Russia even quit lending to 
ito. But he'll fight with them. Time and again Tito has said 
ell use our foreign aid—but in case of war he'll fight side-by- 
ide with Russia. Aw shucks, maybe he doesn’t mean it! 

Fifty percent of the agricultural income is from livestock 
nd livestock products. Their major exports are prunes, corn, 
heat and grains. Yugoslavia’s agricultural import needs are, 
in order: (1) cotton, (2) wool, (3) oil seeds. 

Twenty-three percent of their foreign trade is with the Soviet 
bloc. The Yugoslavs don’t export many things we need, Ex- 
eptions are bauxite and ferrochrome. Among the countless 

ings I was unable to learn is why we wouldn’t insist on get- 
ting these usable commodities in exchange for our handouts to 
the Yugoslavs. 

We visited the Minister of Agriculture and “It was agreed

that further exchange of specialists and officials would be of 
mutual benefit.” Mutual benefit! It would be funny if it weren't 
so tragic. We'll get the same benefit out of this exchange as 
the owners of Man O° War would have gotten by breeding him 
to an old plow horse. 

The official U.S. Government gobbledegook on Yugoslavia 
went on to say, “It is doubtful that a substantial cash market 
will develop for a long time to come.” That could be said 
another way: “If you give it away, you can’t sell it.” 

We are delivering hybrid corn to them and teaching them 
how to use it and how to produce maximum yields of

On a visit to a little farm outside Belgrade a kindly old 
farmer insisted on sending part of his meager store of nuts 
and fruits to the people of the United States, with his best 
wishes. Everywhere we went the people were friendly, even 
in Russia. But they were more friendly to us in the non 
Communist countries. And, it seemed, more friendly to each 
other. In the Communist countries the people seem subdued 
Why wouldn't they be? After all, only a few years ago 
saying the wrong thing to one’s neighbor would bring the 
Secret Police and a trip to Siberia or the firing squad 
Communist children were trained to spy on their parents 

One bright morning the group hastened out to Tito’s ele- 
gant villa to visit Tito—a big thrill which I avoided. I never 
did even try to meet Al Capone, and he was an American, 
by adoption. (Of course, in a way, Tito is, too.) 

I don’t even want to know Estes Kefauver. Why want to 
know a bloody, godless Communist? 

Che official report of our visit proclaimed that “the possi- 
bility of Tito’s visit to the U.S. was discussed.” (If we don’t 
let up on inviting these foreign butchers to the U.S., Swift 
and Co. ought to sue the government for unfair competition.) 

Most of our aid to Yugoslavia has been agricultural sur- 
plus. From January, 1955 to June, 1959, we gave Yugo- 
Slavia $320 million in American surplus farm commodities 
Under this program we get some payments—not in dollars 
but in their money. This is used to keep our Embassies and 
our Foreign Service personnel operating in the style to 
which they’ve become accustomed, for entertaining junketing 


congressmen and other urgent needs. 

They “buy” cotton from us. “They do not discriminate 
against American products,” I was told. And I don’t know 
why they should, as long as we give it away or sell it on 
the cuff 

Yugoslavia shows no signs of being a cash market in the 
foreseeable future but will doubtless remain an excellent 
market for our free school lunch program. Eighty to ninety 
percent of all Yugoslav school children eat school lunches 
furnished them under our “P.L. 480” program 

Our P.L. 480 programs are designed to give away our sur- 
pluses to nations like Poland and Yugoslavia “until we can 
raise their economy up to the point they can buy from us.” 
It's really too involved tor the layman, or a 16-day expert, 
to understand. But roughly our program behind the Iron 
Curtain is sorta like putting money in the tin cup of an un- 
friendly beggar every time you pass his corner. Finally, 
he’s so prosperous he becomes a customer! And, maybe, 
even friendly, too! 

“America should ‘recognize’ Red China!” confided one 
Yugoslav guide to me in good English. (Then we could 
give aid to them, too.) 

“How about y'all recognizing Franco Spain?” I inquired 

“Ah, no. We don’t approve of Fascism.” 

“And we don’t approve of either Communism or Fascism,” 
I replied. 

There may be considered to be two broad schools of 
thought on our relations with Communist countries:

Composted Burs 
“Cure” 


Cotton Wilt 


GOOD NEWS about composting cot- 
ton burs comes from new experiments 
at New Mexico State University. Ver- 
ticillium wilt—one of the serious dis- 
eases of cotton, and a good reason for 
not returning cotton gin trash to the 
field—can be destroyed by compost- 
ing. 

“Humus” (organic matter) value 
of the gin trash has been proved in 
a number of experiments. For ex- 
ample, at Texas’ experiment station at 
Lubbock, agronomist Harvey Walker 
has been able to get an extra $62 
worth of cotton (in increased lint 
yields—about 225 pounds) per acre 
by repeated applications of the gin 
trash (burs, etc.) to cotton land. 

Under conditions, however, 
spreading raw cotton burs on cotton 
fields can lead to troubles with ver- 
ticillium wilt. Many cotton gins now 
compost (“rot” the burs in huge piles, 
to which a bacterial culture has been 
added) the gin trash and sell the com 
posted material to farmerss. Where 
this composted material is available, 
there’s no problem with verticillium 
wilt spread, judging from the New 
Mexico tests. E. E. Staffeldt, biologist 
at New Mexico State University, has 
proved that the heat of “decay” pro- 
duced in the composting process does 
destroy any verticillium wilt organ- 
isms.

"Grain Banks” 
Growing 


“GRAIN BANKS” are a novel idea 
in Oklahoma. A Grain Bank is an 
arrangement between a grain dealer 
and a livestock feeder whereby the 
stockman (feeder) stores various a- 
mounts of feed grains with the elevator 
operator or dealer, in his elevator 
or warehouses. Later, the stockman 
withdraws mixed feed, as he needs it 
for his cattle, in an amount equal to 
the grain he “deposited.” Advantage 
to the livestock feeder, of course, is 
the saving in investment and labor— 
and, perhaps, expense of drying—it 
would take to store and withdraw all 
of his own feed from his own bins 
or barns. 

The Grain Bank idea has been going 
for a while in Indiana. James Enix, 
Oklahoma State University wheat 
marketing specialist explains that he 
and others are assembling information 
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from there to use as suggestions for 
State stockmen who'd like to try the 
idea. In Indiana one of the biggest 
problems has been that elevator ope- 
rators’ and grain dealers’ feed storage 
space is limited. They have to put 
limitations on the amount of grain 
they can store for a livestockman, and 
refuse to accept any for storage after 
certain dates—usually the time the 
rush of new-crop grain begins com- 
ing in. 

Another problem in Indiana has 
been that stockmen who “deposit” 
feed in the Grain Bank are inclined 
to over-draw their accounts. Late in 
the season, they take out more in feed 
than they put in as grain, expecting 
to repay the “overdraft” with grain 
from their new crop when it comes 
in. The grain “banker” (elevator ope- 
rator) has to set up a policy something 
like ordinary banks, in notifying the 
farmer that he’s overdrawn and al- 
low a specified period of time for 
him to bring in enough grain to cover 
the overdraft. 

Quality of the delivered grain be- 
comes a problem, too. If it’s not of 
storable quality, it must be processed 
and fed soon, sold at a discount and 
replaced or dried artificially before 
it can be stored. In such a case, a 
discount schedule has to be set up in 
figuring out the credit due the live- 
stockman. 

Usual charges for the Grain Bank 
service work out something like this, 
Enix reports:

Grain Surpluses: Shrink or Suffocate 


SUPPORT wheat at only $1.40 next 
year—and maybe lower after that? 
(It’s $1.77 for 1960.) That’s what the 
Administration wants Congress to do. 
It’s Secretary Benson’s plan for shrink- 
ing the nation’s Mount Everest (22 
years’ supply) of wheat. With varia- 
tions, the same theme is being played 
for other crop surpluses—less worri- 
some than wheat only because they 
iren’t quite as bad, yet. 

Sadly for the Secretary and for the 
country, crop production and crop 
surpluses stubbornly refuse to go down 
when prices go down. Most times— 
unless weather conditions or crop acre- 
age restrictions interfere—it works the 
other way. Corn prices, for example, 
were cut drastically this year. But the 
1959 crop and the current corn sur- 
plus are bigger than ever. And so on. 

Last season’s record-breaking corn 
crop (16% larger than 1958) is noth- 
ing to point to with pride, cither. De- 
controlling corn, and shoving price 
supports lower, has done anything 
but reduce the surplus. Big difference 
from wheat, however, is what can be 
done with the corn crop; most of it 
goes—sooner or later—into privately- 
owned grain bins for livestock feed. 
Ditto with sorghum grain—which also 
got drastically-reduced price supports 
tor 1959, and would also have been 
a bigger-than-ever crop if weather 
hadn't interfered. 

But wheat has almost nowhere to 
go except into human stomachs—in 
this country and overseas. Those 
foreign stomachs—mostly Europe and 
Asia—are getting more numerous, but 
they're not making much more room 
for American wheat. Both Canada 
and Argentina—also with big sur- 
pluses of wheat—can sell their wheat 
in Europe and Asia much cheaper 
than we can, without subsidized ex- 
ports. Argentine and Canadian farm- 
ers get from 50 cents to 75 cents a 
bushel less for their grain than Ameri- 
can farmers. In Argentina, farmers 
last season got the equivalent of about 
95 cents a bushel for their wheat— 
but 13 cents of this was government 
subsidy. 

The Administration also wants to 
expand the Conservation Reserve, to 
take more farming acres out of pro- 
duction, and presumably cut out some 
more surpluses. So far, however, it’s 
hard to find any sign that Conserva- 
tion Reserve has held off enough sur- 
plus crops to amount to anything. 
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[he sad fact is, however, that we 
can’t go on piling up crop surpluses 
—wheat or anything else—indefinite- 
ly. Wheat can become such a “national 
scandal,” following the infamous Acre- 
age Reserve, that a disgusted Congress 
may rebel against a// farm programs. 

While Agriculture Department pre- 
pares to ask Congress for more money 
to cut down crop production, Interior 
Department's Bureau of Reclamation 
prepares to ask for money to increase 
crop production, with irrigation proj- 
ects. Reclamation’s excuse: a popu- 
lation “exploding” so fast that the 
U. S. will “eat its way out of the sur- 
plus problem.” At an October meeting 
of the Arizona Reclamation Assn., an 
official of the Bureau even declared 
that by 1965 the country will cross 
the line from surplus to deficit pro- 
duction and be unable to grow all the 
food we need for ourselves! How 
ridiculous can you get? 


A lot of wishful thinkers—outside 
of government—try to pooh-pooh the 
surplus problem (and argue that 
they’re not surpluses at all, but “heal- 
thy reserves” of farm products) with 
the same double talk. Don’t worry 
about it, they tell us; the situation will 
solve itself, as our population in- 
creases. 

Only it won't. Our farm produc- 
tion ability is “exploding” (expand- 
ing) faster than the population. Every 
year we're producing more and more 
on fewer and fewer acres. While the 
population is increasing lickety-split, 
we're increasing production of food 
and fiber even more lickety-split. It 
could be increased at a still faster 
speed, if there were any reason to 
do it. 

If sometime off in the vague fu- 
ture—but certainly not 1965, and al- 


most certainly not 1975—suppose our 
national consumption of wheat and 
the feed grains should overtake our 
steadily improving production? 
There'll still be plenty of time then to 
“reclaim” a few million acres of brush- 
infested and now barely-productive po- 
tential cropland in the South’s mod- 
erate-rainfall areas. There'll be time 
before then to bring corn yields in the 
moderate-rainfall states from the pres- 
ent 25 to 50 bushels up to the 100 to 
150 that’s possible, beef production 
from the present 50 pounds or so per 
acre of pasture up to the 200 or more 
that’s possible, and so on. 

And the taxpayers won’t have to 
foot the bill for any of it! 


Meantime, how can any kind of 
“public relations for agriculture” con- 
vince city folks—and their congress- 
men—that it makes sense for a 2'2- or 
5- or 10-year supply of wheat (or any 
other farm product) to rot in ware- 
houses, waiting for a population “ex- 
plosion” that never comes, and “emer- 
gencies” that never happen? Actually, 
the nation’s population expansion 
keeps falling further and further be- 
hind our capacity to turn out farm 
products. 

How long can we expect them to 
ignore the tax and debt burden we're 
putting on their backs and our own, 
pretending it will soon go away, and 
it’s not really there anyhow? How 
long before they catch on that never 
before have so many (taxpayers) done 
so much for so few (farmers)? In 
the case of wheat, particularly, the 
beneficiaries of the bulk of govern- 
ment price support aid are a few 
thousand big-scale farmers (who 
could manage very nicely on their 
own), a few thousand bureaucrats 
administering the program and a few 
hundred owners of grain storage ele- 
vators and facilities. For that, we 
spend billions of dollars. 

Sure, airlines and some other busi- 
nesses get subsidies, too. But theirs 
are pikers beside the fantastic futility 
of a farm program that costs more and 
more to accomplish less and less. 

No wonder congressmen are be- 
wildered and disgusted by the Babel of 
farm group voices, each one crying 
for my plan, and my “gimme.” But 
maybe there’s still time for those 
voices to harmonize on one beautiful 
theme: Let’s get off the taxpayers’ 
backs. —Bob Nichols

BELOW: Weaning weight of these calves, from heifers PHOTOS ABOVE AND BELOW: Wintered at high to very 
wintered on least-cost rations, was 10 pounds less than from high levels, these cows cost from $25.57 to $96.09 per cow 
high-level cows, but profits were still higher. each winter and have had most calving difficulties of all. 
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HYBRID GRAIN SORGHUM varie- 
ties consistently outyielded the non- 
hybrid Martin in tests concluded in 
Nueces County, Tex. last year, ac- 
cording to R. E. Nolan, county agri- 
cultural agent, who supervised the 
tests. 

Nolan said that in the 1959 tests, 
the first-ranked hybrid produced an 
average of 13% more grain than non- 
hybrid Martin. 

Tests were conducted last year on 
the farms of Henry Schlottman, Al- 
ton Hutchinson, B. I. Barnes, Clifford 
Cates, C. E. Turner and Milton Vav- 
ricek. As many as 31 varieties were 
included in some of the tests. 

Nolan said that results showed there 
was no significant difference in yields 
among the hybrids tested. He con- 
cluded that yields may not be the de- 
termining factor to be considered by 
farmers in selecting the hybrid they 
will plant this year, but rather they 
will want to consider such factors as 
resistance to head smut, lodging, 
height of stalk and maturity dates. 

Among short-stalk hybrids and va- 
rieties that showed less tendency to 
lodge were DeKalb C-44A, Asgrow 
58-14 (Red Raider), Northrup King 
230 and Martin. 

Showing a marked resistance to 
head smut were Texas 601, DeKalb 
C-44A, Asgrow AMAK R-10 and As- 
grow 58-6 (Coastal). 

“Head smut or lodging may be more 
important problems to the farmer than 
yields,” Nolan said. “Past experience 
on his particular farm and the grain 
sorghum test nearest him with similar 
soil, rainfall and drainage problems, 
may be the test most valuable to the 
farmer in planning his 1960 grain sor- 
ghum plantings.” 


Brahman Crosses 
Gaining Favor 


CROSSBRED CATTLE with some 
Brahman blood are being looked upon 
with favor by some feedlot operators 
on the Texas High Plains, although 
Brahman crosses aren't yet being fed 
in very large numbers. 

Grady Shepard, Hale Center, fed 
one lot of Brangus (Brahman-Angus) 
and received an average daily gain of 
2.7 pounds on a high-roughage ration. 
The steers, which went into the feed- 
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lot weighing an average of 750 
pounds, were fed for 123 days. 

Shepard used three-eighths Brah- 
man, five-eighths Angus crosses. He 
was well pleased with the first lot of 
hybrid steers he ever fed and plans 
to feed more when good steers are 
available. 


New Source Of 
Recharge Water? 
PLAYA LAKES (large, shallow de- 
pressions) on the High Plains of Texas 
—which often make acres of fertile 
land useless because of standing water 
—may become a profitable source of 

recharge water in irrigated areas. 

That’s the tentative conclusion of 
William F. Schwiesow, assistant pro- 
fessor of agricultural engineering at 
Texas Tech College, Lubbock. He 
bases the belief upon results shown 
in the first operational report of an 
experimental recharge system at Tech 

A filtration system at Tech fed 
clear water into the recharge well at 
the rate of 810 gallons a minute in an 
eight-day period. Schwiesow estimates 
the value of the water from one rain 
at roughly $1,700. 

The Playa lake bed on the Tech 
farms covers 42 surface acres. An 
underground tile drainage system was 
completed last year to filter and carry 
water to a 16-inch recharge well 
which is 150 feet deep. 

One rain last year filled the 42-acre 
lake bed to a depth of 442 feet, said 
Schwiesow. This was equivalent to 
120 acre-feet of water (1 acre-foot 
equals 325,850 gallons). After eight 
days of drainage, evaporation and 
seepage, there were 48 acre-feet of 
water left in the lake, Schwiesow said 

From this decrease of 72 acre-feet, 
Schwiesow estimates that approximate- 
ly 6 acre-feet went to evaporation and 
a minimum of 36 acre-feet to seep- 
age. This left a conservative 44%, 
or 28.6 acre-feet of water, that passed 
through the recharge system at a flow 
of 810 gallons a minute. 

“Valuing an acre-foot of water as 
being worth up to $60 on cotton, 
that makes water recovered from that 
rain worth approximately $1,700,” 
Schwiesow said. And more water 
from later rains went into the recharge 
well. 


FOR DRYLAND AND 
IRRIGATION FARMING 


A recharge well, of course, is con- 
structed in the normal production- 
well manner, except that it is equipped 
with an intake line from the lake bed 
The underground drainage system at 
Tech is designed to filter sediment 
from the lake water, permitting clear 
water to be put back into the re 
charge well. 

Schwiesow figures the installation 
will pay for itself in two or three 
years 


Counties Launch 
Testing Programs 


THE TEST TUBE and the record 
book are playing an increasingly im- 
portant part on South Texas ranches 
Within the past two years two coun- 
ties have set up beef cattle improve 
ment associations, and a third, in 
operation for some four years, has 
already gained statewide recognition 

The Duval County Beef Cattle Im 
provement Assn., organized this year, 
is carrying on a bull sterility testing 
program for its members. The as- 
sociation has more than $1,000 worth 
of portable equipment which can be 
moved from ranch to ranch to test 
bulls. The testing program is under 
the supervision of County Agent Bu 
ford Dobie. 

The Jim Wells County Beef Cattle 
Improvement Assn., also organized 
this year, is concentrating on perform 
ance testing. The association has pur 
chased a set of portable scales to be 
used in getting weaning weights of 
calves on ranches of association mem 
bers. The weighing is done by County 
Agent L. E. Brandes. 

In Webb County, the Webb County 
Beef Cattle Improvement Assn. has 
launched a program that includes both 
performance testing and sterility test- 
ing. It is regarded as the No. | beef 
cattle improvement association § in 
Texas; and, under the supervision of 
County Agent J. B. Talcott, has made 
phenomenal progress. The Webb 
County group also sponsors a rate-of 
gain test at Laredo. 

At the annual sale sponsored by the 
South Texas Hereford Assn. in No 
vember in Beeville, all bulls consigned 
to the sale were fertility tested before 
going into the sales ring.

ARE YOU PLANNING to take the B Choice in 
1960 because you are fed up with the 
delays in getting your Choice A payments 
in 1959? Or because your neighbor who 
took Choice B did so well? If those are 
your reasons DON'T DO IT! 


THE LOAN LEVEL in 1960 undoubtedly will 

be five parity percentage points lower 
than in 1959—or 75% of parity for Choice 
A and 60% for Choice B. If, after you 
have figured production costs against the 
price of cotton, figured at the minimum 
loan level, you are convinced there is 

no advantage at the minimum prices you 
probably are better off with Choice A. 





CONDITIONS which permitted the Choice B 
farmer to get better than loan prices 
consistently probably will not exist in 
1960. If you expect the higher prices 
you are gambling with the odds against 
you. 


THE ADMINISTRATION will not ask for legis- 
lation directly affecting cotton when it 
presses for a revised farm program in the 
next Congress. It will direct its ef- 
forts at getting lower price support 
levels for wheat, which is the problem 
child of agriculture. It costs $1,200,000 
a day to store the wheat surplus now and 
the figure will be higher with the next 
crop. Cotton will be affected by the re- 
quest for additional funds to expand the 
Soil Bank, which takes land out of 
production for five to 10 years. 








COTTON FARMERS have shown a liking for 
the Soil Bank and the opportunity to be 
paid for not growing cotton. Half the 
farmers who had cotton allotments in 
1958 did not plant them, either because 
of the Soil Bank or because they just 
didn't want to plant cotton. There were 
954,956 farms with allotments that year. 
No cotton was planted on 470,305 of 
them. Half of those who did not plant 
were in the 5-acre-or-less class. The 
farmers who wanted to grow cotton suf- 
fered acreage cuts so that these small 
farmers could have acreage to put in the 
Soil Bank. It seems rather senseless!

ANOTHER PART of the program affecting 
cotton will be research expansion, both 
in the field of finding new uses and 
new means of lowering production costs. 
Industry has made great strides in the 
chemical treatment of cotton, but the 
field has only been scratched. It has 
been figured that the cost of storing 
agricultural surpluses for three weeks 
costs more than the present agricultural 
research program for a year. 








THE LAST PHASE affecting cotton is the 
Rural Development Program, which is 
Slated for expansion. This program is es- 
pecially fitted for the South where the 
small cotton farm is most prevalent. 

It is a shame that it is not as politi- 
cally potent as promises of higher and 
higher price supports, Soil Bank pay- 
ments or other subsidies. It is only 
effective when there is effort on the 
part of the farmer and local agencies, 
when there is community spirit that in- 
spires community effort. It could be the 
Salvation of the rural countryside if 
there were enough people who wanted im- 
provement enough to work for it! 








SCIENTISTS have developed a chemical treat- 
ment for cotton which makes it rot-proof 
and resistant to heat. Cotton may recover 
its awning and tarpaulin market as a re- 
sult. .« The broken fibers which come 
when cotton is over=heated and over- 
ginned are causing mills more and more 
concern. Memphis area cotton has been 
sent to El Paso for ginning on roller 
gins to demonstrate to farmers and gin- 
ners the characteristics that are in the 
cotton and which they destroy in the 
ginning processes ... 

Farmers have their cotton over- 
machined because they believe they make 
more money from the higher grades they 
obtain. They forget that they are losing 
in staple length, lost lint and lost 
weight from excessive heat. The per- 
pound support price of what they have 
left is high, but in most cases the 
actual value of what they originally 
took to the gin is lower than it would 
have been had the cotton been ginned 
properly.

Farm Management Tips 


YOU'LL - pay higher interest on new 
loans from the banks and associations 
making up the Farm Credit System in 
1960, says Harold D. Mason, its dep- 
uty governor. 

At present, nine of the 12 land banks 
are charging 6% interest. Most pro- 
duction credit associations charge at 
least 642 %. Bank of Cooperatives is 
lending at rates varying from 4.75% 
to 6%, depending on the type of 
loan and the individual banks. 

No farmer, rancher or cooperative 
with a sound operation and a con- 
structive use for borrowed money has 
been turned down by the Farm Credit 
System for lack of lending funds. 

Mason explains the increased in- 
terest charges this way: 

“Competition for funds has meant 
the system must pay more for the 
use of the money that has been ob- 
tained through sales of bonds and de- 
bentures.” 

The costs to the lending cooperative 
juniped from less than 2% to more 
than 5% in just one year. For ex- 
ample, debentures of the federal in- 
termediate credit banks, which supply 
most of the loan funds for PCA’s, 
cost the banks 1.48% in 1958. An 
issue sold in October, 1959, cost the 
banks 5.35%. Increases since 1958 
have been from 1.75% to 5% for 
the federal land banks; from 1.80% 
to 5.48% for the Bank of Coopera- 
tives. 

Mason points out that some of the 
increased costs have been absorbed 
because the Farm Credit System is 
doing more business, but says most 
of the increased cost of money has 
to be passed to farmers and their 
cooperatives. 


Small-Stream 


Watershed Project 


CONSTRUCTION is scheduled to 
start around the first of the year on 
what is regarded as the largest small- 
stream watershed project in the na- 
tion. The huge project involves rich 
farmlands in three South Texas coun- 
ties—Duval, Jim Wells and Nueces. 
Early estimates set the cost at be- 
tween $7 and $8 million. 

Actually, three watersheds are in- 
volved, although the over-all project 
is closely inter-related. The three-way 
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division was made to comply with 
regulations limiting the size of water- 
sheds to 250,000 acres. 

The San Diego-Rosita Watershed 
in Duval and Jim Wells counties in- 
cludes 222,450 acres. In this project 
will be two retarding structures; and 
the total cost has been estimated at 
$2,841,732. 

The Chiltipin-San Fernando Water- 
shed takes in 215,740 acres in Duval, 
Jim Wells, and Nueces counties. The 
project calls for nine dams, 20.35 
miles of channel work, and 5.7 miles 
of levees. The estimated cost will be 
$2,871,640. 

The third project involves land a- 
long the Agua Dulce Creek and takes 
in 228,720 acres. It calls for 19.4 
miles of channel work along the Agua 
Dulce Creek. The estimated cost is 
$1,282,762 

Of the 20 retarding dams to be 
built in the three watersheds, 13 will 
be in Duval County and seven in Jim 
Wells County. The structures will be 
designed to retard the flow of water 
from the upper reaches of the water- 
shed during periods of heavy rainfall 
The dams will be constructed so that 
water can be held behind the struc- 
tures and then released slowly, thus 
preventing flood damage to towns 
and agricultural lands downstream 

The project involves much more 
than the mere building of retarding 
dams and the channeling of streams. 
Equally important is the application 
of conservation measures on the land 
within the watershed. Cover crops, 
terraces, controlled grazing and range 
improvement are some of the practices 
that are to be applied. Completion of 
the big project is based on a five-year 
schedule. 

Sponsor of the project is the San- 
Diego-San Fernando-Agua Dulce 
Creek Watershed Association, which 
was formed in 1954. James A. Hill, Jr., 
of Alice, is president of the association. 


Price Wars for Cotton? 
CUTTING prices of cotton may not 
solve anything, M. K. Horne, chief 
economist for the National Cotton 
Council, has warned. In a talk pre- 
pared for the Texas Agricultural 
Workers Assn. last month, he ex- 
plained that this country is the price 


leader in world cotton prices. We 
(our government) just about make the 
world price in cotton. Our compet- 
itors (other countries which export 
cotton, in competition with this coun 
try for available world markets) can 
go on making sales of raw cotton by 
cutting prices just the right amount 
below ours. (From one-third to one- 
half of the American cotton crop is 
normally exported. ) 

But if we try to follow the prices 
of our competitors down (by lowering 
export prices of raw American cot- 
ton), we may drive them down fur 
ther. We could find ourselves fol 
lowing downward a price which we 
ourselves (through government pric 
ing policies) are driving downward! 

One of the good things that a low 
export price for raw cotton (such as 
is now in effect) can do, however 
Horne pointed out, is to discourage 
foreign countries from increasing their 
cotton production for export, and help 
cotton in its competition with rayon 
and other synthetics for use in Amer 
ican textile plants. 


Pellet Sudan Grass? 


PELLET SUDAN grass? Why not 
when it can be done at reasonable 
cost? Texas Experiment Station at 
Angleton has been feeding the grass 
pellets, along with loose Sudan hay 
to a group of young steers in drylot 
and getting gains of more than a 
pound a day without grain. A group 
of similar steers, grazing on choice 
Dallisgrass pasture and allowed to 
clean up a field of unharvested milo, 
gained a little less than three-fourths 
of a pound a day while the pellet-fed 
steers were gaining a pound. 


A New “Beef Belt’ 


TEXAS Extension Economist John 
McHaney points out that Arizona, 
Texas, Colorado and California led 
other regions of the country with a 
34% increase in number of head of 
cattle on feed over last year. They 
had 52% more cattle on feed in Oc- 
tober, 1959 than at the same time in 
1955. McHaney predicts that this ex- 
pansion in the area will continue, in- 
fluencing the total supply of fat beef 
in the country.

WELDED MILK LINES OK. A report from the 
Okla. Exp. Sta. says welded milk lines, 
cleaned in place, may be used to process 
Grade A milk “without lowering milk 
quality.” 


CROSSBRED CATTLE no good in the feedlot? 
Don't tell it to Sam McElhaney. His feed- 
lots near Tempe, Ariz. use Hereford- 
Sharolais crossbreds year after year. 

How good are they? Finished beeves, 
weighing in at 1,000 pounds, at 12 
months of age—average daily gains of 
better than 3 pounds—and a pound of gain 
in return for less than 8 pounds of feed. 
Their market grade? Consistently Choice, 
reports McElhaney. 








FEED SURVEY COMMITTEE of American Feed 
Manufacturers Assn. doesn't agree with 
USDA that the spring farrow of pigs will 
be 4% down from last year. It estimates 
there will be 2% more (which can make a 
price difference in last half of 1960). 





HOW MUCH FEEDER PROFIT? A Univ. of Md. 
forecast estimates that the net return 
per head, above cost of steer and feed, 
will be “about $30.55" for long-fed steer 
calves sold this spring. Estimates a 
profit of $34.59 per head for yearling 
steers fed 180 days. 


UP-GRADING PORK. Forty-five percent more 
No. 1 hogs in seven years. That's what 
researchers at the Ky. Exp. Sta. got in 
a continuing performance record study. 
Besides greater uniformity of grade, 
they've cut feed needed per 100 pounds 
of gain by 28 pounds—are now getting 
100 pounds of gain for each 346.33 
pounds of feed. 
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LIQUID SUPPLEMENTS for livestock feeding 
look good in La. Exp. Sta. tests. Year- 
ling Hereford heifers getting the liquid 
supplement (along with cottonseed hulls 
and minerals, separately), have gained 
nearly twice as well (when none of the 
heifers got any grain) as heifers on the 
same ration without the liquid supple- 
ment. 

When they got milo and alfalfa meal 
in addition to the supplements, the heif- 
ers getting liquid supplement gained more 
than 80 pounds a head; without it, they 
gained about 70 pounds a head. 

(The liquid supplement contains 
urea, molasses, phosphoric acid and trace 
minerals, and is similar to "Morea," 
which is on the market.) 


BEST TIME for milk cows to freshen is in 
the spring, Ark. Exp. Sta. trials show. 
At least, cows freshening in April have 
higher production at the peak and 30 days 
after the peak than cows freshening in 
other months. 





“IT'S BLOAT IN REVERSE.” Extension Dairyman 
Hesseltine at the Univ. of Del. says 
what's wrong with most newly-freshened 
milk cows is "empty belly," because they 
are not brought up to full feed fast 
enough after calving—and have to rely 
on stored fat. (Says it can be done in 
10 days to two weeks.) 





WHAT NEXT? R. F. Davis, Head, Univ. of 
Md. Dairy Dept., reports that an Ayrshire 
cow at the station has been bred success- 
fully with dried semen. 





PRICE SUPPORTS for hogs? Not if USDA has 
anything to say about it. Asst. Agricul- 
ture Secretary Marvin McLain has told hog 
producers that his department—and the 
Administration—are not in favor of com- 
pensatory payments for hogs, premium 
payments for marketing light-weight hogs 
or any attempts to peg hog prices through 
support programs.

Plenty of everything . . . except net profits. That's the farm supply story. If there is a shortage 
of any farm commodity in this country they didn’t talk about it at the 1960 Outlook Conference 

It’s bumper crops back-to-back for 1958 and ‘59—with only the weather likely to prevent 1960 
from making it three-of-a-kind. There was (1) favorable weather for increased yields for most of 
the summer crops- although harvest rains damaged some crops; (2) more feed grain (corn) acre- 
age because allotments were lifted; (3) increased animal products; (4) extra cotton acreage be- 
cause of the “choice” program and the minimum acreage law; (5) a big jump in wheat carryover, 
despite a drop in production; and (6) a good year for most of the fruits and nuts 

All this put 1959's total farm output above that of ‘58. (Mainly due to livestock and poultry.) 

Crops in greatest over-production are feed grains (thanks to corn) and w heat, with its high mini- 
mum acreage freeze—and prospects for the second largest crop in history 

On the animal side, broilers and hogs are abundant, with beef herd buildups coming on fast. 


World supplies of most commodities are also strong (figured on the basis of market demands). 
PI t E 


THE MARKET 


They say U.S. consumer income (average) will reach a new, all-time high this year; and con- 
tinued population growth means there will be more bellies to feed, more backsides to cover. And 
the consumers are expected to maintain their present high rate of per-person consumption. 

Also, a prosperous Europe will likely increase its imports of American farm goods; some farmers 
there are having a prolonged drouth, and some countries are loosening trade barriers. Exports of 
U.S. farm goods in general are supposed to increase somewhat over 1959 levels—especially feed 
grains, certain dairy products, perishable food crops, rice and cotton (but not wheat and tobacco). 

The forecasters cautiously point to possible improvement in the domestic markets for eggs, dairy 
products, turkeys, vegetables (including potatoes) and wool. Broiler and hog prices have to im- 
prove—there’s no way to go but up, and depressed prices are expected to curtail 1960 produc- 
tion. Most other crops and produce will find weaker markets because of over-supply except 
those held off the market by government support programs. 

One last “encouraging” line . . . marketing operations will cost you a little more this year. 


Uncle Sam, of course, is the biggest single customer the farmer has. His surplus storage will 
amount to some $11 billion worth by July. This is an all-time high—as is the taxpayer's cost 
thereof. USDA—which now has 90 to 100 thousand employees—will add “only” 1,700 new work- 
ers this year, of the 3,700 Congress authorized. (In Washington this is known as a “cut.”) 

(Worst of all, the bundlesome, burdensome farm program starves farmers . . . see below.) 

Government will continue to use P.L. 4°9 to dispose of the surplus (will expand it). Rural De- 
velopment is on its way to faster expansio... USDA will increase its holdings of rental acreage in the 
Conservation Reserve to about 27.5 million acres will ask money for another hunk. 

Watch for more interference with farm production practices and marketing from Food And Drug 
Adm. (a la cranberries). FDA is running scared because of what is not known about cancer causes, 

Farmers have become a political football—and this is the year of the game. Both parties will 
go after their favor, with new laws or with promises—while trying to show taxpayers that their 
plan will “cost less.” Watch out for moves to get direct-payment (Brannan-type) programs, 


THE PROFIT PICTURE 


Even with Secretary Benson's measuring stick—figuring it on a per-capita basis—nobody can claim 
anything but a drop in farm income for 1959. While prices paid to farmers dropped only 4% 
(from 1958), production costs rose to a new high. Only cheaper buys were from other farmers. 
Tally will show net farm income down about 15% (partly because of no Acreage Reserve). 

It now costs a farmer 68 cents to produce $1.00 worth of farm market goods—only slightly be- 
low the production cost of 1932. a disastrous depression year. Parity ratio is at 79 (lowest yet), 
and falling. Crystal gazers see costs going up “slightly less” this year . . . “leveling off.” 

They see a “further slight drop” in the prices received by farmers in 1960; and a net income de- 
cline somewhat less than the big drop of ‘59. Farmland value still goes up (6% in °59). 

Prices of non-farm goods and services are now 34% above the 1947-49 “base” period—big- 
gest increases have been in farm machinery, motor vehicles . . . and labor 

So the cost-price squeeze continues. And that’s not all. Credit people say a new squeeze may 
be added this year .. . the high cost of money. (See “Credit Chances For 1960,” Dec. issue.)

What 
Size 
Dairy herds? BY H. L. GANTZ 


IT isn’t how many stanchions are filled, but how much milk each cow 
produces that determines your annual pay in the dairy business. This 
idea is becoming more realistic with dairymen who recognize that man- 
agement problems multiply when you add more cows. 

Some say you can increase labor returns by cutting costs through herd 
expansion. Of course, cost varies with herd size—larger herds have lower 
investment and hired labor costs per cow. 

But this isn’t the complete answer to greater labor returns. Econo- 
mists point out that increasing herd size to take advantage of these 
costs economies usually requires considerable investment. Also, many 
farms are limited to small herds—25 to 30 head—because of the labor 
situation and the supply of forage. So, the best way to cut cost of 
production is to improve production per cow. 

Pete Prescher, Cooke County, Tex. dairyman asks: “Why milk 50 
cows when you can get the same amount of milk from 25 cows?” 
Prescher has milked cows for 25 years. During that time he’s been 
more concerned about increased production per cow than increased 
herd size. He’s getting a nice profit margin from a 30-cow herd aver- 
aging 13,500 pounds of milk and 506 pounds of butterfat. But he 
advises dairymen to take advantage of DHIA records, artificial breeding 
and official classification. 

The wisdom of milking better cows instead of more cows is strongly 
supported by an analysis of dairy operations by a major feed company 
(see chart). You'll note that labor returns are about the same for 
milking 57 cows averaging 7,500 pounds of milk as for milking 18 cows 
averaging 12,500 pounds of milk. While your labor income is about 
the same in this case, you're handling about twice as much milk. 
three times as much feed, and have about three times as much expense 
with the 57-cow herd. Of course, if the 57 cows averaged 12,500 
pounds of milk, you could reap a double advantage of low cost per 
hundredweight and high sales volume. 

Most dairymen think in terms of volume. William Cuthbertson, a 
Denton County, Tex. dairyman says, “I’ve got to have volume, but from 
a few cows.” And he’s getting it from 30 head of Holsteins averaging 
11,000 pounds of milk and 3.9% butterfat. His labor return, after 
paying all expenses, is about $5,200 a year. 

Cuthbertson’s present herd average is 2,000 pounds per cow more 
than his original 11-cow herd. The increase over an 11-year period has 
come about through careful selection, culling, improved pastures, ar- 
tificial breeding and overall good management. But Cuthbertson isn’t 
through building up his production record. He’s shooting for a herd 
average of 12,000 pounds and 4% butterfat by breeding for better 
heifers, using semen from the best stud in Ohio. 

It’s possible, to a certain degree, to influence price received for your 
milk by gearing to fluid markets, adjusting production to seasonal de- 
mand and maintaining standards which insure milk quality. “But pro- 
duction per cow,” says Cuthbertson, “is within your direct control.” 
More milk per cow means a bigger return on every dollar and every 
hour of labor invested in a dairy operation.

SURE, John C. knew about carbon 
monoxide. In Bradley High School 
he had studied chemistry, and he knew 
that it was a gas that is formed from 
the burning of many fuels, that it has 
no odor or taste, and that it can be as 
deadly as any war gas when it gets 
into the blood from the lungs. 

He knew, too, that the gas from 
the exhaust of automobiles is high in 
carbon monoxide and that it can seep 
into a closed car from a faulty ex- 
haust system or be present in a closed 
garage when a motor is running. 

But John didn’t know how stealthy 
carbon monoxide can be. One morn- 
ing in January he wanted his car 
warm before taking his ailing wife to 
the doctor’s office, and because it was 
so cold he didn’t open the garage doors 
as wide as usual. Ten minutes later 
when he went into the garage from the 
kitchen and paused to get his over- 
shoes, he noticed headache, dizziness 
and peculiar weakness in his legs. 
He sat on the steps wondering if he 
was having a stroke, and then he 
blacked out. Fortunately his wife 
found him a moment later when she 
opened the large doors. 

John’s wife did not keep her ap- 
pointment, but John recovered. He 
was in the hospital for a week and 
required, at first, emergency treatment 
with oxygen and blood transfusions. 

He has learned the hard way about 
the sneaky gas, carbon monoxide.

on less than 600 pounds of concen- 
trate, and be able to gain well on a 
wide range of feeds. 

@ Produce at least 1.3 pounds of 
chilled carcass beef per day of age, 
with a carcass that yields at least 48% 
in the preferred cuts (loin, rib and 
round) and produces tender, palatable 
beef. 

That last one—on top of the others 
—isn’t easy. But “just producing the 
beef is not enough,” warns Butler. 
“You have to produce beef to appeal 
to the eating public. Fe 

Improvement in the gaining ability 
and feed efficiency (and weaning 
weights) of the calf crop can come 
fairly fast and surely just by selecting 
the best-doing herd bulls and cows. 
That’s what performance-testing and 
progeny-testing programs are already 
doing. But how do you select and 
breed for the most and best beef per 
hundred pounds of calf, at the same 
time? Some of the ways Butler’s de- 
partment and the state’s Extension spe- 
cialists are trying to do it: 

@ Testing an ultrasonic gadget 
which measures what’s under the hide 
beef animal. It’s still experi- 
mental, but it looks like it may work 
to estimate the rib eye area and fat 
thickness in live cattle, and thus find 
out approximately what kind of car- 
cass a live herd sire does have. If 
the ultrasonic measurements looked 
good, the bull would be used to breed 
for meatier-type calves. If not, he'd 
be sold.

@ Comparing, in the meats lab- 
oratory, chilled carcass weights per 
day of age with rate of gain—to find 
out if they do go together. They don’t, 
exactly, the department’s expert T. 
C. Cartwright points out. Calves with 
dairy breeding, which have high daily- 
gain records (or heavy weaning 
weights) have very low chilled carcass 
weights per day of age as you'd ex- 
pect. But some of the best-gaining 
beef-breed crossbreds and fullbloods 
also have the best scores in pounds 
of chilled carcass per day of age 
at slaughter. (Chilled carcass weight 
is a more refined way of measuring 
dressing percent.) 

Unfortunately, there’s very little 
way of breeding for chilled carcass 
weight — or dressing percent — itself. 
Closest j 
curate one—is the well-trained eye of 
a cattle “judge” who knows what kind 
of live-animal conformation it takes 
to produce the best dressing percent- 
age.

Generally, the better the chilled 
carcass weight per day of age, the bet- 
ter the rib-eye measurement. 

@ Comparing carcass grade and 
tenderness of the beef with the live 
steer’s characteristics. And there some 
theories about rate-of-gain selection 
are upset. Generally, the better the 
daily gain, the better the carcass grade 
and the shear force (tenderness). 

Some of the best-gaining calves 
among the college’s beef herds, for 
example, have been crossbreds with 
Brahman, Charbray or Charolais. 
There are naturally big differences be- 
tween, for example, one half-Angus, 
half-Charolais calf and another of the 
same breeding. But the carcass grades 
and shear force scores of some of 
the crossbreds after slaughter have 
generally looked almost as good as 
their gain records from birth to 
slaughter. So have the scores on some 
fast-gaining Herefords. 


In 1960 .. 
Beef cattle 
import troubles, too 


AS IF cattlemen didn’t have enough 
to worry about—with the 1960-61 
price outlook — foreign competition 
for American markets is increasing. 
“The beef cattle industry is in grave 
potential danger from heavy importa- 
tion of cheaply-produced beef,” warns 
C. W. McMillan, executive secretary 
of the American National Cattlemen's 
Assn. “Foreign cattlemen with inex- 
pensive labor and other costs can con- 
tinue finding profit in our market after 
American ranchers and feeders have 
skidded below the break-even level.” 

And Oklahoma Cattlemen’s Assn. 
Executive Secretary George Reid has 
pointed out that imports of beef ton- 
nage, plus live cattle imported, were 
equal to three million head during 
1958—about equal to the total cattle 
production of beef-heavy Oklahoma. 
And beef imports are increasing rapid- 
ly—about 50% heavier during 1959 
than in 1958. 

Reid views the situation with “a 
tremendous amount of alarm,” adding 
that during mid-August alone, for ex- 
ample, six ships left Australia (one of 
the major exporters of beef to the 
U.S.) carrying 40 million pounds of 
beef for American markets. That's 
equal to 160,000 cows. Ireland, Ar- 
gentina, New Zealand, Mexico and 
Canada also send large amounts of 
dressed beef or live cattle to this coun- 


try.

“Production” Research Is What Saved Your Shirt! 


Washington, D.C.—Two of the country’s best-known farm- 
ers—Eisenhower of Pennsylvania and Benson of Utah— 
got together for a “bull session” at the White House shortly 
before Ike took off to challenge the John Foster Dulles 
travel record. And out of it came a very general, broadside- 
type of recommendation for 1960 farm laws, 

It's a five-point program, full of nothing new or surpris- 
ing—but one the President is expected to “go to the people” 
with any day now. Their prepared statement calls for: 

1. “Realistic price supports”’—not much change, except 
that Benson now openly supports Farm Bureau's 90% -of- 
the-market-price plan for setting support levels (and says 
he will make specific wheat proposals along this kine). 


2. Expansion of the Conservation Reserve (leftover of 
the Soil Bank) “to retire more crop acreage.” 

3. Expansion of the Rurai Development program to give 
off-farm help to farmers in low-income areas. 


4. “A vigorous Food-For-Peace program.” This is the 
expected election year gimmick—like the Soil Bank of 
1956—and this one should appeal to both farm and non- 
farm voters. (Who could be against motherhood or Food- 
For-Peace?) And—also like the Soil Bank—both parties 
will claim the idea for their very own. 

5. An aggressive program of research, “aimed at develop- 
ing new markets and uses for farm products.” 

Oddly enough, it is the No. 5—the innocent-looking rec- 
ommendation about research—that may cause the biggest 
backfire of the lot. 

“Production Research” has become a big, bad boogy-bear 
of a term around Washington—mostly out of ignorance as 
to its meaning. It’s misnamed; should be Known as re- 
search to reduce cost of production. 

You'll notice Benson avoided use of the word “produc- 
tion” in his statement—he steered clear of it last year, too. 
That may be partly because he knows it is a nasty word in 
the minds of most politicians, and because they've helped 
jell their definition in non-farm circles. To them, produc- 
tion research simply means helping farmers produce more— 
and they figure that’s no good at a time when too much 
is produced already. (Unfortunately, it does work that way 
where you have frozen acreages and government-guaranteed 
prices. But it’s not the research that’s bad.) 

What Benson and others seem to forget is that “production 
research” is the only way farmers can learn to produce— 
even the same amount at less cost per bale, bushel or head. 
If the Secretary thinks farmers are getting ahead too fast 
on that score—or even fast enough—he hasn't studied his 
own department's outlook reports. 
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It now costs the farmer as much (68 cents) to produce 
$1 worth of market goods as it did in the panic year, 1932. 
(See “1960 Furrow Forecast,” page 30.) If his volume per 
acre of ground and per hour of labor were no more now 
than then . . . he’d be just as broke, and naked. (And the 
fact that government now provides the market has nothing 
to do with that part of it.) The reason he is not broke now 
is because he can produce more dollars worth from the 
same acreage with less labor—or produce the same amount 
on half the acreage and labor (and use the rest of his 
assets to make a profit some other way). 

And “production research” made it possible. It’s the 
thing that saved him. If it hadn’t been for this type re- 
search, by government and industries, farmers would be so 
far behind the rear end of the industrial revolution that they 
couldn't even see the dust. (What has kept them from 
keeping up has been the government farm program of 
rationed poverty.) To forsake this research now—in favor 
of more costly pie-in-the-sky schemes for more direct bene- 
fits—could be the most disastrous step yet. 

Although there is some disagreement on how it should 
be handled (some don’t think it should be USDA's job), 
nobody is hard set against the Benson idea of market and 
new-farm-product-use research. But the Secretary is al- 
ready hearing from some important farm groups (National 
Cotton Council, for one) who don’t want him to forget 
about the kind that saved the farmers’ hides. And he will be 
hearing from others. 

At Secretary Benson’s suggestion, the President finally 
got around to asking the Tariff Commission for an investi- 
gation of cotton imports. It seems the U.S. has been paying 
about eight cents subsidy a pound to get cotton exports out; 
then the foreign manufacturer makes it into cotton goods 
which are imported back to this country for sale in com- 
petition with American-made goods. With the imports 
continuing to increase, there is less market for American- 
made products . . . so the U.S. has to subsidize more ex- 
ports. Tariff Commission hasn't yet come up with an answer. 

Investigating CCC activities, the House Government In- 
formation Committee asked for certain documents of in- 
formation from CCC and CSS . . . And was told by Assistant 
Agriculture Secretary McLain that it couldn't have them, 
because they were “Administratively Confidential.” When 
McLain cited his authority for this action the committee 
was furious. The chairman (Rep. Moss of Florida) wrote 
Secretary Benson a letter in which he accused CCC of 
secretly issuing a secret regulation to impose secrecy on non- 
secret documents—and basing all the secrecy upon a statute 
which expressly forbids secrecy. He wants an explanation; 
but more, he wants to know “why CCC must be secret.”
